Bio DB JANEIRO, Jan. 5.—There Is no 
ecialachanKe in the situation here. 


TBumors have reached this city that the 
town of Baga, in the state of Rio 
Grande do Sul, which has been be- 
sieged by the insurgents for about a 
month, had finally capitulated; but 
these rumors are not confirmed by offi- 
cial dispatches received here. 
The 


loyal garrison at Bage consists of 1,300 
troops while the force besieging the 
town numbers 2,000. 


The government places no confidence 


whatever in the reports of the surren- 
der of Bage, though they admit that 
the garrison there has probably been 
weakened by the long siege to which 
it has been subjected, and that its 
numbers have been lessened by the 
several engagements that have taken 
place 
Orders have been received by 


the minister of war for a force to pro- 
ceed at once to the relief of the town. 


Acting under these orders, Gen. 


Hypolite. commanding a column of -2,- 
000 men yesterday left Livramento for 
Bage. At about the same time Gen. 
Sampavo, with 3,000 men left Cerro 
Chato, his destination also being Bage. 
This force, it is thought, will be more 
than enough to raise the siege. 


Liveramento is seventy-eight miles 


from Bage, while Cerro Chato is only 
fifty-four miles from the besieged 
town 
Bage is an important place, 


and the governmentd<spatches a strong 
force there in order to guard against 
any possibility of its falling- Into the 
hands of the insurgents.
